THE NEXT CONGRESS. 


Its Probable Political Complexion— 
Hopes of a Democratic Majority. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, October 18.—The Republi- 
cans at Congressioual headquarters are so 
elated by their recent successes that they are 
claiming both Houses of Congress. The 
Senate, they say, will be a tie, but practically 
Republican through Arthur’s casting vote. 
In crder to accomplish this, however, 
they must, in addition to carrying the 
country, defeat both Randolph in New 
Jersey, Eaton in Connecticut, and Wallace 
in Pennsylvania, which they have not yet 
done. They do not take into account either 
the probable election of Fair in Nevada, 
which will give the Senate to the Democrats 
by one majority if all their claims should be 
admitted. A liberal estimate of their chances 
in the House fails also to- carry out their 
claims in respect to that branch of Congress. 
They have now 132 members and 
nee l fifteen more to make a 
n ajority. They estimate for this gain as 
follows: One from Oregon, sixfrom Onuio, 
and two from Indiana. They claim also two 
from Iowa, the two Greenback districts, 
Weaver’s and Gillette’s. These they will prob- 
abiy have. In addition, they expect one from 
Tennessee, Taylor’s, and two from Virginia, 
and they hope for one from Florida and one 
from Pennsylvania, Wright’s, and one from 
Wisconsin, Deuster’s. They are sure of 
none of these, however. Taylor has the same 
problem that he had four years ago, 
when he had 700 majority, and Con- 
gressman Atkins writes here that not only 
will Taylor be re-elected, but that Hook, the 
present Republican member, will probably 
be defeated. Acklen, Senator-elect Gibsen 
says, will not succeed by his bolt in compass- 
ing the election of a Republican. A Jiberal 
estimate gives them only a gain of ten, 
which will leave them _ five’ short 
ofa majority. Onthe other hand they will 
probably lose the Detroit and Saginaw 
(Newberry’s and Harris’) districts, in Mich- 
igan; White’s and Fisher’s, in Pennsylvania, 
and Einstein’s and Bailey’s, in New York, a 
total of eight, leaving them anet gain of two. 
Thisis lower than the estimate mads by the 
Democratic committee.

Their prices are 
reasonable, out of all proportion to those of 
the more fashionable dealers, whose work 
often is not nearly so creditable. Persons 
who insist on buving cheap imitations of ex- 
pensive styles, of course, have nobody but 
themeelves to blame if they have cause to re- 
pent of their bargains; but those willing to 
pay a fair prices for good designs and durable 
workmansbip can do no better than 
make their purchases at some of these 
houses, and if they choose to paythe price 
for extra quality of material and labor they 
can get the best in the market by making ar- 
rangements to thateffect. There is certainly 
no reason for the public paying the exorbitant 
prices charged by a few of the decorators and 
cabinet-makers who happen at present to be 
‘*the fashion” in New York. On thestrength 
of their namesthey frequently add two and 
three hundred per cent. to their charges 
above what would be a fair remuneration for 
their services. Good cabinet work, of course, 
commands a good price, but we happen to 
know that the same workmen are often em- 
ployed at the same wages by different houses 
which vary from one to two hundred per 
cent. in their charges to their customers for 
the very same articles of manufacture.

Mr.J.M. Hill, the manager of Denman 
Thompson, purchased on Saturday a splendid 
collection ot diamonds at an expenseof over 
$16,000. These diamonds are to be worn bythe 
ladies ot his company in the bail-room scene in 
‘*Joshua Whitcomb.’’ These diamonds which 
now belongto Mr. Hill by right of pur 
chase, were formerly the property of 
the late Duke of Brunswick, 


whose fame as a connoisseur of gems and as a 
collector was unrivaled in Europe. When the 
Duke died a few years ago at Geneva, the city 
of his adoption, where he preferred residing, 
he bequeathed his entire collection of precious 
stones, valued at £3,000,00U sterling, or about 
$15,000,060, totne city. The authorities of 
Geneva, some time afier the Duke’s death, de- 
termined to dispose of the gems, and autuor- 
ized their sale by auction at Paris last year. 
A St. Louis merchant and his agents invested 
£20,000 in purchasing some choice stones 
of the ducal collection, and thus 
the diamonds came to America, and on Satur- 
day were soldto Mr. Hill for the cash consid- 
eration of $16,120. The first gem is a lady’s 
lace pin composed of five solitaire diamonds, 
the aggregate weight being fourteen carats.

Eugene Wetherell, Miss Abbott’s husband 
js, in the truest sense of the term, a busines 
He and his wife have both grown from 
poverty into riches.

OVER A PRECIPICK. 


4 Train Blown from the Track and 
Huriled Seventy Feet Downward. 
tFrom the New Zealand Herald, Sept. 14. 

The train which left Greytown for Welling- 
‘on at 8:30 a. m. on September 12, when just 
beyond Cross Creek, was blown off the ling 
sna hurled over a precipice seventy feet high. 
The luggage van and passenger carriages were 
overturned. The couplings did not break, 
but still held the carver frames to the engine, 
which remained tightly gripping the middle 
rail and luckily heid firm, al- 
though swaying visibly under the strain. 
The whole of the upper part of the carriage, 
however, was smashed into muatch-wood and 
hurled over the precipice, passengers and 
debris being scattered among the boulders 
down the side of the declivity, but not failliag 
tothe bottom. Fora while the wreck of car- 
riages hung suspended abeve them, and had 
it given way or the engine fallen over, all 
must have been crushed to a jelly, as the 
gully at this place converges almost to a point 
nearly a hundred feet below, so that had all 
sone down they would have veen crushed in- 
to acoempact mass atthe bottom. They lay 
around for a time unconscious, and those 
who first recovered their senses describ- 
ed the scene as a fearful one—killed 
and wounded lying around in all 
directions, covered with blood, and the 
train above suspended in mid-air, threaten- 
‘ng every momentto fall on them. A Fell 
brake was detached torun down the incline 
for assistance. The two produce wagons 
were also capsized by the gale, and the engine 
bad to sustain a double strain of the several 
vehicles hanging over the precipice at both 
ends, full weighton the couplings, which 
fortunately held fast. Twoof-the children 
kided on the spot were smothered in debris. 
[he other was partially decapitated and its 
brains dashed out. The third was picked up, 
ot quite dead, by Herbert Dickson, one of 
he passengers, himself muchinjured. He 
tied to carry her up the bank, but she died 
inhis arms before reaching thetop. When 
the special train arrived at the spot with 
écetors the force of the wind was so great 
that they had to crawl on their hands and 
knees, tightly clutching the middle rail, to 
avoid being blown over the precipice.

Military Balloon. 
Fromthe London Standard, 

The military aeronaut is not to have matters 
ilhisown way,itseems. We have lately 
heen entertuined with a good many accounts 
ofthe marvelous things scouts in the air can 
accomplish, rising swiftly over the heads of 
fiend and foe toa point of vantage whence 
very Man@uvre is to be watched with facili- 
'y. Meanwhile, however, it has occurred to 
ue committee whe are intrusted witi inquir- 
ing into the subject, to try whether any dan- 
cer is likely to arise from an enemy’s fire, 
‘supposing a hostile battery to be placed wita- 
ina few thousand yards of the balloon. 
experiment came off at Dungeness a few days 
ago. Ans inch howitzer, which is simply an 
ordinary siege arm, and by no means endow- 
ed with great precision, was 
he weapon chosen, and with this 
it was proposed to stalk the balloon 

soon as it hadrisen. Nodoubtan aeron- 

t could have been found plucky enough to 
ake a seat in the var, but fortunately, as the 
esuit-showed, the balloon was sent into the 
irempty. It was, weare told, one of the 
rdinary service balloons, such as would serve 
or the ascent of one ortwo scouts, and it was 
pérmitted to rise to a height of 800 feet. The 
howitzer was placed at a distance of 2,000 
yards, but the gunners, we are informed, 
were not instructed as tothe precise range, 
but Were required to.find it for themselves. 
An S-inch shell was accordingly fired into the 
ir as atrial shot, and this, despite the nov- 
ty of the target, sufiiced to supply the gun- 
ers With the necessary information. The 
bext shot brought down the bailoon. The 
projectile was a shrapnel shell, it appears, 
ond the fuse had been so well timed that the 
hel] burst justia front of the balloon, pro- 
ectipng something like 300 bullets through 
lhe fabric, and causing its immediate descent. 
hat effect this experiment will have upon 
tilitary ballooning we know not, but it is 
ery evident that scouts in the air cannot con- 
sider themselves safe when within the ordin- 
ary range of a field-piece.

How a French Actress Lost Her Hard 
Karned Fortuae. 
Paris Cor. New York Times. 


The pretty women of Paris are out of luck. 
Not very long age Mile. Jeanne Andri¢ux was 
swindled to thetune of 6,000f. by a young 
man belonging to one of the most distinguish» 
ed families inthe noble Faubourg. ‘Tl'o-day 
Mile. Antonine, the charming actress of the 
Odeon, isthe victim. Jeanne did not excite 
much p]ty: she 1s rathera celebrity for beau- 
ty and extravagance than for talent, bu 
every one stmpatbizes with the other land 
who, if she makes pretensions of being a Lu 
cretia, is ap incarpation of benevolence an 
charity. ‘*‘Fannyis not so young’’ as s 
used to be, but sheisstiliverv attractive, and, 
moreover, is a comedienne of more than ordi- 
pary merit.

The first death from diptheriain this citv, 
reported from the office of the City Inspector, 
occurred on tke 20tn of February, 1859, and 
was jbat ef a child three and a half years old, 
living in Thirty-eightbh and Fifth avenue. 
Durirg the year fullowiog the number of 
ceathe from diptberia ia this city was report- 
ed as 422. Siucethen diptheria bas prevaled 
innearly all sectionsof the United States, 
end at the present time is epidemic in sever- 
ai places, and at all points seemstobe on 
the increase. At Bennington, Yt., a few days 
sinec, the disease bad assumed such propor- 
ficns that the publie schools have been closed 
by the autheriiies asa preventative to its 
further spread through contagion.
